Claims 1 8-22, drawn to an adhesive composition containing a unsaturated 
gem-diester, classified in class 528, subclass 274. 

IV. Claims 23-48, drawn to an adhesive composition containing an epoxidized 
gem-diester, classified in class 528, subclass 418. 

V. Claims 49 and 51 , drawn to a method of adhesive bonding using an epoxy 
adhesive, classified in class 156, subclass 330. 

VI. Claim 50, drawn to a method of removing an adhesively attached device, 
classified in class 156, subclass 344. 

VII. Claims 52-54, drawn to an assembly, classified in class 428, subclass 
413.

Invention V 
is a method of bonding where Invention VI is a method for removing an adhesively 
attached device from a substrate. 

21 . Inventions V and VII are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the assembly can be made using a silicone 
adhesive. 

22. Inventions VI and VII are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case Invention VII can 
be used as an assembly attaches to the substrate. 
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23. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
